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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed over prior art. 

2. This action is in reply to applicant's correspondence of 28 July 2008. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
claimed subject matter. 

4. As per claims 1,11 and 20 generally, prior art of record. Shields et al, U.S. Patent Appl. 
Pub. US 2002/0196827 Al, fails to anticipate, disclose, teach or suggest alone, or in 
combination, at the time of the invention, the features as set forth in the claims in this apphcation 
as allowed, and not necessarily as summarized and/or characterized by the examiner, whether or 
not as itahcized, as discussed and remarked upon in the response of 28 July 2008 to office action 
of 27 March 2008. 

Specifically, (as per claim 1, for example) prior art dealing with various aspects of single 
photon generation sources utilizing quantum dots for information systems (i.e., utilizing an 
optically pumped system that more particularly utilizes a single quantum dot confined in a 
monolithic microcavity, for use in quantum cryptographic applications; Yamamoto, v., et al, 'Single 

photons for quantum information systems'. National Institute of Informatics, 12/6/2004, entire document, 

iittp://www.nii.ac.jp/pi/ni/i_5.pdf), is generally known per se. Nowhere in the prior art is found 
collectively the italicized claim elements (i.e., controlling the recombination of a plurality of 
generated excitons with a particularly generated exciton, whereas the particularly generated 
exciton recombination is a fiinction of the associated band structure, subsequently changed), at 
the time of the invention, serving to patently distinguish the invention fi-om said prior art; 
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"1. A single-photon generator, comprising: 

an exciton generation part including therein 
a quantum dot having 

a band structure holding 
a single exciton; 

an excitation part 

generating a plurality of excitons, including said single exciton, 
in said exciton generation part; and 
a recombination control part 

controlling a recombination timing of 
said single exciton 

in said exciton generation part; 
wherein said recombination control part, 

after generation of said plurality of excitons, 
causes recombination of the plurality of excitons 
excluding the single exciton 

in said exciton generation part, and 
subsequently changes said band structure 
to cause recombination of 
said single exciton 

in said exciton generation part".
